APPLETON POST-CRESCENT 
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Sfafe Traffic Pafrol Officers Need Authority 


Wisconsin has a uniformed force of 


some 250 highly trained police officers in 
its traffic patrol. These men cover thou- 
sands of miles on Wisconsin's highways 
every day and. as might be expected, they 
see a great many law violations but they 
are required by statute to confine them- 
selves strictly to the enforcement of the 
states traffic laws. The regulations are so 
severe that these men could not legally ar- 
rest a man driving a stolen car unless the 
driver should by chance violate some traf- 
fic law. It is not a traffic law violation to 
steal an automobile. 


Because this strict limitation upon the 


activities of the members of the highway 
patrol is nonsensical and so wasteful of 
trained police talent, the state now is con- 
sidering a bill to give state patrolmen 
authority -o arrest without warrant anyone 
who commits a misdemeanor or a felony 
on or near a highway. The legislative coun- 
cil's highway subcommittee on traffic law 
enforcement recently approved, by a vote 
of 6-0. to recommend this measure to the 
legislative council. 


The bill will come before the Council 


for consideration when it meets Dec. 19. If 
approved it will be introduced in the legis- 
lature. But it is expected to have hard go- 
ing there. It probably will be opposed by 
organized labor because of labor's fear that 
a strong state police force might somehow 
work to labor's disadvantage at the scene 
of a strike some time in the future. How- 
ever, at the hearing the measure was op- 
posed by Byron Ostby. legislative repre- 
sentative of the Wisconsin Sheriffs and 
Deputy Sheriffs Association. Ostby said 
that he would oppose the bill on the ground 
that the term "near a highway"' was too 


vague and that if the measure should be- 
come a law it would give the patrol full 
responsibility for the criminal code in Wis- 
consin. 


On the other hand. John Bosshard, at- 


torney for the Wisconsin County Police. 
Deputy Sheriffs and Radio Operators As- 
sociation, and William McCuster of the 
Wisconsin Police Chiefs Association ap- 
proved the proposed bill. McCuster said it 
would be a "waste of apprehension powers'' 
if the bill were not adopted. He said it is 
'•ridiculous" that state patrolmen have no 
power to arrest violators of slate laws other 
than traffic !aws. 


Quite obviously the spokesman for the 


police chieis was talking common sense 
which wall appeal to most voters of Wis- 
consin. The bill would merely give the pa- 
trol officer power to make arrest in the 
case of law violations committed in their 
presence. They could not follow through 
with any further investigation or prosecute 
the case. The additional investigations and 
the prosecutions would be left in the hands 
of local authorities just as they are now. 


The bill obviously is a matter of con- 


tention between the representatives of the 
state highway patrol, the sheriffs and their 
deputies and the county traffic officers, 
and further may be opposed by labor be- 
cause of the opposition Wisconsin labor 
historically has expressed against state- 
wide police organizations. 


But in spite of this opposition, the pro- 


ponents of this bill are so obviously right 
that they should have a strong flood of 
public support. If the Wisconsin legislature 
has even a fraction of the good common 
sense it is credited with it will give its 
most serious attention to this measure.

Segregation and the Women 


More and more white pupils are filter- 


ing back into one of the integrated schools 
in New Orleans where one 6-year-old Xe- 
gro girl has broken the tradition of years. 
Perhaps the parents of these children still 
are as much against integration as they 
were when they pulled their youngsters 
out. But the example set by the shrieking, 
clawing, egg-throwing women must have 
resulted in a disgust which may help the 
move toward integration more than any 
other single thing. 


In Little Rock, the bully boys, often im- 


ported, and the juvenile hoods, did the car 
tipping and sign toting. But in Xew Orleans 
the women have taken over. And somehow 
the warnings of the male segregationists 
about "Congolese rape" and mongreliza- 
tion of the race is dispelled by a glance at 
the white women lining the curbs. Gone is 
any pretense of the fraility of southern 
womanhood, shy and gentle, clothed in 
crinoline and carrying a parasol The cas- 
ual observer might conclude that it would 
take a very brave and thoroughly undis- 
criminating man to make any kind of a 
pass at one of these "cheerleaders." 


Legally integration is coming to the 


south, gradually, slowly and with outbursts 
of indignation and violence particularly as 
it moves into the more provincial parts of 
the deep south. Xew Orleans, after all. is a 
sophisticated city, and the reaction in ham- 
lets of Georgia and Mississippi can be ex- 
pected to be even more outrageous. 


But a look at the figures concerning in- 


tegration and the calm in such areas as 
Little Rock today give the story. A fourth 
of Xegro school children in Oklahoma, 
Kentucky and Man-land go to integrated 
schools. About half do so in Missouri and 
West Virginia. The percentages decrease as> 
one goes south, but the Trend is there. 
Texas has 3.500 out of almost 300.000. Ten- 
nessee a handful of 250 out of 150.000. Vir- 
ginia only 170 out of 211.000. Arkansas 
now has 100 Xegroes in integrated schools 
and. while the number still is "token." sev- 
eral have graduated and the threat of vio- 
lence lessens each school day. Xorth Caro- 
lina has integrated about 50 Xegro young- 
sters and Florida about a thousand. 


The simple truth is there is no appar- 


ent legal way around it. Legislatures may 
approve state tuition grants for families 
sending youngsters to private schools but 
if the aim is simply to avoid integration 
there may be court trouble. The Supreme 
Court ruled in Little Rock that desegrega- 
tion must progress in any schools where 
the state participated '-through any ar- 
rangement, management, funds or proper- 
ty." This -would rule out a subterfuge of 
state owned '•private" schools. 


However, there still is the matter of ac- 


ceptance of integration by the people in- 
volved. Tnis is the main reason why the of- 
ficials of the Xational Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People would be 
wise if they didn't push too much beyond 
token integration in many communities of 
the south. Integration will come because 
it is a form of justice. 


Not Always Easy Decision 


The First Amendment to the United 


States Constitution includes a phrase re- 
lating to religion which has been inter- 
preted over the years as emphasizing a 
firm separation of church and state. The 
Fourteenth Amendment, practically ex- 
tending the ideas of the Bill of Rights to 
state laws as well, brings the separation 
philosophy to the state level. There are 
several cases corning up before the present 
session of the high court which will set 
further precedents. 


Until recently Sunday blue laws, re- 


stricting in various ways the operation of 
businesses on Sunday, were considered as 
valid exercise of the police power of the 
state. But a Federal court in Massachusetts 
has ruled against such a state law on the 
grounds that it was an aid to religion and 
therefore unconstitutional. The case now 
will go to the Supreme Court and con- 
cerns the same type of laws in existence 
in Pennsylvania and Maryland and contem- 
plated in other areas.
